Evaluation Committee 


Studies High School 


A team of 25evaluators from the 
New England Council of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools spent Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week studying, observing, ask- 
ing and listening in Andover High 
School’s classrooms and corri- 
dors. 

These educators -- a group of 
New England public school teach- 
ers and administrators, a college 
teacher and a representative from 
the state Department of Education 
all picked to evaluate Andover High 
School -- are conducting the once- 
every-ten-years evaluation to 


‘ which the New England Council of 


Colleges and schools. subjects all 
its member institutions, both 
public and private. 

Chairman of the team is Eurton 
MacArthur, principal of the high 
school in Exeter, N.H., and this 
is no coincidence MacArthur says 
the Council tries to judge a com- 
munity’s school from its own point 
of view, and thus looks for a team 
chairman from a similar type of 
community -- in thiscase, another 
New England town having an im- 
portant and popular boys’ board- 
ing school in addition to its public 
high school. MacArthur added that 
a byproduct of educators’ volun- 
teer service on the evaluating 
teams was the chance to pick up 
ideas and techniques that might 
work back home in their own 
schools. 

The member schools being 
judged take the evaluations ser- 
iously -- not just because NCCSS

accreditation depends on it, but 
because it yields important self- 
information, and because each 
school’s staff has played a role in 
the evaluation. 


_ao{*The greatest value to'Andover 


High School is not our béing here 
now,” MacArthur told the TOWNS- 
MAN, ‘but the self-evaluation the 
staff had to perform last year in 
preparation for our coming.’’ He 
explained that the New England 
Council sends our criteria and 
evaluating tools, including check- 
lists, the members of each de- 
partment in the school grade their 
own department and their school.

Disposal Site May — 
Be Major Problem 


The land-fill disposal site is 
presenting serious problems to 
town officials, one which will pose 
possible heavy financial con- 
sideration at the annual town meet- 
ing in March, 

The present area is rapidly 
filling and continued lack of 
space in the years immediately 
ahead, dictate that a decision must 
be made soon. 

The basic problem comes down 
to land and fill. 

The present area, at the current 
rate of use, will soon reach 
capacity. Cover for the filling 
in daily of refuse deposits is also 
scarce, 

Expansion of the present site 
would require the additional ex- 
pense of spanning a brook which 
feeds into the Haggett’s pond 
watershed area. 

Acquisition of additional land 
would also present problems, since 
it would be costly. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin said this week that studies 
have been made and are continu- 
ing with regard to the land-fill 
site problem. 

A special committee was ap- 
pointed by the selectmen several 
months ago. The committee has 
made a preliminary report, out- 
lining cost factors in expanding 
the present site, as well 
as alternatives. 

Also studying the problem is 


Public Works Director Robert Mc- 

Quade. His department, along with 
the board of health, is making a 
comprehensive study of the entire 
solid waste disposal problem in 
the community and will be pre- 

pared to make recommendations 
to be presented to the March town 
meeting.

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing con- 
stitutional provisions which direct the division of the Commonwealth into 
240 representative districts and 40 senatorial districts. It provides for a 
census of the inhabitants of each city and town in the Commonwealth in 
the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. The census in 1971 is to 
be the basis for determining the representative and senatorial districts for 
the ten-year period beginning January 1, 1975. Each subsequent census 
shall be the basis for determining the districts for each ten-year period be- 
ginning the fourth January following each census, so that the census in 1981 
will determine the districts as of January, 1985, etc. 

The amendment provides that the house of representatives shall consist 
of two hundred and forty members and the senate of forty members. In 
its first regular session following each census, the Legislature shall divide 
the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative districts 
of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of contiguous 
territory. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly as may be, 
an equal number of inhabitants according to the census. Each senatorial dis- 
trict shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal number of inhabitants 
according to the census. A representative district shall not unite two or 
more counties, towns, or cities, or parts thereof, or a city and a town, or 
parts thereof, in one district unless the same is unavoidable. Further, no 
town of less than six thousand inhabitants shall be divided in forming 
representative districts. It is also provided that the County of Dukes 
County and Nantucket County shall each be a representative district, not- 
withstanding the foregoing. The senatorial districts, each of which shall 
elect one Senator, shall be formed without/uniting two counties or parts 
of two or more counties, unless the same is unavoidable. 

Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he 
is chosen at least one year immediately preceding his election, arid each 
senator shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen at the 
time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the Common- 
wealth for at least five years immediately preceding his election. Any 
representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the Common- 
wealth shall cease to represent his district. 

The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law limit 
the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted calling in 
question any such division and (2) shall prescribe by law the manner of 
calling and conducting elections for the choice of representatives and of 
ascertaining their election. 

Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions 
with respect to apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, 
although those provisions will remain in effect until January 1, 1975.

Architect To Address Local Vale Church 


Low Income Housing Group Planning 


A new residents’ group, REACH, 
is bringing arc hitect-engineer Neil 
Mitchell to speak at West Parish 
Church on Monday, Nov. 9, as part 
of its program to work for low and 
moderate income housing in An- 
dover. 

The public is urged to attend 
the 8 p.m. address and discussion, 

Mitchell is head of a firm which 
has developed new concepts of 
housing, to combine both quality 
and variety in its architecture with 
low cost in its construction, 
through modular : design. His 
‘*Tinkertoy’’ construction tech- 
niques call for various combina- 
tions of preformed concrete and 
glass building modules. 

Reach’s objective is to provide 
new multi-family housing in An- 
dover for individuals and families 
with annual incomes of under 
$12,000 -- the FHA’s definition 
of the maximum of the ‘‘moderate’’ 
income range. People of all ages 
and backgrounds are expected as 
occupants of such units. Some 
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will have lived in Andover right 
along, some will have family in 
Andover, others will be entirely 
new to the community. 

‘‘Andover was once acommunity 
of mixed income levels,’? aREACH 
spokesman points out, ‘‘but has 
been steadily losing that diversity 
in recent years, as new housing 
has more and more been aimed at 
high income levels. We would 
like to help redress the balance 
and restore diversity.’’ 

Reach was originally formed 
through the efforts of the Fish- 
erman, a mens’ group of the West 
Parish Church, It has been ac- 
cepted as a committee by the 
Andover Citizens for Equal Op- 
portunity. Recently elected ‘offi- 
cers are Norman J. Viehmann, 
chairman, Gerald D. Reynolds, 
vice-chairman, and Nancy M, Mul- 
vey, secretary. 

Members have visited housing 
units in other communities and 
have met with several architects 
interested in designing low and 
moderate income housing, such as 
Neil Mitchell, who has constructed 
housing units of this type in Cam- 
bridge.

Student Senate Formed 


The new Student - Faculty 
Government taking shape at the 
high school is a homegrown de- 
sign without precedent inthe state.

The middle stage of the govern- 
ment structure is broken up into 
six Area Governments, each cor- 
responding to a neighborhood of 
homerooms in six different de- 
partmental areas of the school 


\ building, -- e.g. Area #1 is the 


Business Area, including rooms 
102, 104, 202, 204, 208 and 210. 

Each homeroom of students in 
the area ‘sends two representatives 
to the area government, and the 
faculty of the area also elect 
two Area representatives. The 
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faculty of Area #1 would be the 
business teachers, plus a share 
of those faculty members who do 
not have homerooms, and are as- 
signed to this area. 

The Area Governments meet 
weekly, and a clerk from each 
homeroom reports back on the 
business transacted, and records 
how each representative votes in 
the Area Government meetings. 

The 24-member Senate is made 
up of three student representatives 
and one faculty representative 
elected from the Areagovernments 
on a one-man, one-vote basis. 
Monthly Senate meetings are open 
to the students, administration and 
school committee, and Senate 
member’s votes are recorded and 
reported batk to their con- 
stituencies. 

But the key to the new govern- 
ment form is government by the 
many, not by the few. The Senate 
can, upon majority vote, make 
recommendations to the adminis- 
tration and also to the School 
Committee, but q:estions,of a 
‘*substantive nature’? -- dealing 
with rights and principles -- must 
be submitted to a vote of the 
student and faculty atlarge. These 
constituencies have further checks 
on their government representa- 
tives, since they also have a right 
of initiative or referendum peti- 
tion. : 

New Faculty - Senate Chair- 
man Vickers told the TOWNSMAN 
he took his election by fellow 
Senate members as an honor and 
a trust, and he looked to the new 
form of government to be a ‘‘true 
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sounding board which will channel 
the voice of the school -- accurate- 
ly to the administration and school 


-committee.”’ He pointéd out that 
the Senate hopes sc hool commit- 
teemen as well as administration 


members will join students and 
faculty in attending the public 
Senate meetings. -

Music To 
Our Eare 


By Edward P. Grigoli 

Care and Maintenance of the 
Flute and Piccolo. 

' Metal flutes and piccolos should 

be swabbed inside after each time 
they are used. Flutes come witha 
cleaning rod which has a large eye 
on one end, A_soft lintless cloth, 
such as a handkerchief, is in- 
serted through this eye. and the 
small end of the cloth is passed 
up over the short end of the 
cleaning rod so that it will swab 
the head joint as well as protect 
the bore from the metal of the 
rod. Piccolos may have smaller 
cleaning rods or atypical circular 
brush, 

The outside of flutes and piccolos 
should be wiped off after each use 
to keep perspiration and dirt from 
gumming the keys. When using 
silver polish avoid pads and 
springs. 

At frequent intervals the action 
should be oiled, this can be pur- 
chased at any well equipped music 
store. Cork grease, vaseline, or 
cold cream should be used on the 
joints when ever necessary. 

When pads have become old and 
hard or when the skin on them 
ruptures, they should be replaced 
by an experienced repair man.

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Editorial Comment 


Hesitancy 


The selectmen, we think, from time to time, have dis- 
played a lack of determination in attacking issues, with 
the net result they find themselves in difficulty in reach- 
ing an ultimate decision. 

Last week was a typical example. 

Youth groups, and their advisors and supervisors, had 
expressed a desire to continue using the Central fire sta- 
tion as a drop in center. The group had been given until 
Oct. 17 to use the building, after which demolition was to 
take place. 

No decision had been made, or efforts made by the 
selectmen, apparently to solve the problem of what was to 
to take place after Oct. 17. 

We will not debate the merits of the drop in center here. 

The point is that since last summer, somewhere along 
the line, there should have been some decisions made 
somewhere to solve an impending problem. 

The first thing the selectmen did, was to extend the 
time in which the use of the building by the young people 
would be allowed. 

This is but a single example of some of the hesitancy 
with which the board acts. 

Delayed decisions only lead to further problems, almost 
like the old expression states, ‘‘he who hesitates, is 
lost.”’ 

Hesitancy is probably good in some instances. Instant 
decisions sometimes prove harmful. On difficult matters, 
a little time may be required to reach a decision, but the 
emphasis should be on reaching that decision as speedily 
as possible. 

There may be times when the board should meet in spe- 
cial session, simply to iron out intricacies of a particular 
problem. 

Selectman Sidney P. White had suggested this on one 
occasion, but apparently, on the particular issue, a second 
ambulance, nobody else had the time. 

There are other issues, which probably could have been 
resolved had it not been for hesitancy. 

There was the decision on Bryant-McIntosh using the 
former Parker Manor. This was delayed from early spring 
until late summer. True, possibly the college should have 
moved in a more proper and expedient manner in seeking 
licenses, but certainly the selectmen were aware that the 
matter would be before them. In this respect, they could 
have prompted an earlier decision. 

There have been dog complaints, tabled for two to three 
weeks to await further investigation. 

Such items, assuredly could be taken care of in special 
meetings. 

What help is the town manager to the selectmen when he 
fails to come up with concrete suggestions. He is being 
paid well for a full week’s work and the voters expect to 
get their full value in return, which they don’t seem to be 
getting. 

To continue tabling items, even such important and 
costly things as acquisition of land fornew schools, would 
appear only to slow down the smooth flow of municipal 
operations. 

Attentive to the needs of the town and acting with dis- 
patch, we think, would be more advantageous to the board, 
and the community as a whole.

We like our 
riders to ride single file so that 
there is no chance of them tangling 
up with another bike. Also we favor 
bright colored clothing so that the 
riders can be seen. We do not 
allow two to ride on one bicycle. 

I was glad to see no slotted 
catch basins in North Andover, 
Boxford, Georgetown, and 
Topsfield which would al- 
low a bicycle wheel to fall into. 
Two years ago a seven year old 
girl died of head injuries when 
her bicycle wheel dropped into one 
of the slots.
